JUDGE WILLIAMS’ DECISION. 
FINING THE sESPONDENTS. 

The court-room usually occupied by Judge 
Booth was crowded almost to suffocation by the 
interested or curious, assembied to hear the de- 
cision of Judge Williams on the question of 
punishing the Aldermén who. committed, and 
the counsel who, by advice, aided in committing, 
a contempt of court in violating the injunction 
issued against the Common Council by Judge 
Williams about six weeks ago. Of the Aldermen 
against whom the rule was issued eleven were 
present, as follows: Ald. White, Dixon, Woodman, 
Quirk, Campbell, Hildreth, Clark, Foley, Mahr, 
Stout, and Warren. Ali of the counsel were 
present with the exception of Mr. E. A. Storrs, 
who was out of the city. The court-room was 
perfectly quiet during the delivery of the opin- 
ion, but at the lose a deep murmur of astonish- 
ment, more than of either applause or indigna- 
tion, was heard, which lasted for some time de- 
spite the efforts of the bailiffs to restore order. 
Indeed, there was not the least attempt at ap- 
plause, except in one instance, when the Judge 
referred in terms of commendation to the 
action of Mr. Jamieson, when 6 oll 
tary individual began to applaud, but 
seemed afraid and stopped. The Aldermen sat 
by themselves in the chairs usually occupied by 
a jury, where they not unnaturally divided with 
the counsel and the Judge the attention of the 
crowd. The eounsel sat in a semi-circle about 
the large table where they had had the argu- 
ment. Mr. Goudy had his usual severe ex- 
pression of countenance, which seemed to deepen 
into a shade of anger as he saw that the 
Judge decided that be had jurisdiction, and 
animadverted in strong terms on the counsel's 
conduct. Mr who sat next to him, wore 
a sarcastic smile on his face the most of the time. 
Mr. Tuley seemed to take the whole proceeding 
in excelient part, even when he was asked to 
contribute his $300 for the good of the ser- 
vice.” Mr. Root’s face seemed indicative only of 
attention, with a shade of nervousness. Judge 
Dickey’s countenance changed repeatedly, alter- 
nately flushing and paling, and, when he rose to 
ask for an appead, his face was nearly the hue of 
his shirt-bosom. His voice, however, betrayed 
no trace of feeling, and his remarks were im his 
usual ceremonionsily polite manner. The fol- 
lowing is the opinion in full:

If such remedy exists it does not, 
away the chancery powers of this Court, althougn in 
case the objection was raised by demurrer, plea, or an- 
swer, the Court might and should refuse to exercise 
its power. Not being so raised, the Court could pro- 
ceed to render its decree, and such decree would not 
be void and could not be collaterally attacked. 

If in Its application to the class of cases. we are now 
considering,—that is, cases where the 1 were 
void,—jurisdiction had been used in its vague aud ſu- 
definite sense, as propounding power without equity, 
and including all those cases in which there was a rem- 
ecly at law, it is passing strange that there ere not more 
reported mee which decrees and judgments have 
Deen held void, 

The Supreme Court of Minos in the case of Curtiss 
ve, Brown quotes with ap al the language of the 
Court of Appeals of New York, as follows: “There 
are, 1 apprehend, few cases in which that position 
(that the decree is void for the want of power) could be 
atlirmed in respect to a court possessing general juris- 
diction in law and equity, on grounds relating to the 
subject matter of the contgoversy.” 

The Circuit Court of Cook County answers tle de- 
scription of courts above giveri,—that is, it is a court 
of general aud superior jurisdiction,—and a4 it has 
undoubted jurisdiction over the parties litigant, the 
present question is only as to its jurisdiction over the 
subject matter of the suit, 

THE FLECTION REFERRED TO 
in the bill was not such in the popular sense of that 
word, The word usually refers to a choice of officers, 
In the late election no officers were voted for; only a 
law was voted upon to determine whether it should be- 
come the charter of the City of Chicago. It is not the 
policy of the law to refer eouteste for the election of 


‘ ofticers to courts of equity, and ample provisions are 


usually made to determine such contests elsewuere. 

Neither can the courts restrain acts of the Legisla- 
ture or interfere with the action of legislative bodies. 
The Legisiature is a co-ordinate branci of the Govern- 
ment, and cannot be subordinated to the courts. Sub- 
ject to the Constitution, it ie, except when limited by 
that, sipreme. But the Common Council is not a Leg- 
islature, It has been created by it, and is controlled 
and governed by it, So far as the siature may 
have seen fit to grant to the Council legisiative powers, 
as to there it cannot be Contr led by the courts, 

Neither can it be controlled by them as to 

ANY DISCRETIONARY POWERS 

which may have been conferred upon it, untess it 
manifestly abuses such discretion. And im these re- 
spects there is no different law for the Common Coun- 

lef Chicago than there is for every natural person, 
and for every other political or quasi-political corpora- 
tion in the State, however insignificant, 30 III., 393; 
47 Pa, State, 225 ; 70 Pa. State, 469 ; 1 Duer, 495, 

BUT LN REGARD TO MINISTERIAL DUTIES, 

the courts have precisely the same right to control the 
Common Council that they would have te control pri- 
vate citizens, And the duty of canvassing these votes 
were purely ministerial. Sach wes the decision in the 
case of the People vs. Head, 25 II., 325, amd the Poo- 
ple ve, Hilliard, d I., 420, 
ter Court said: This 
power is not generally understood to 
judicial, but purely mmistertal.“ And the nature of 
the act is not changed from the fact thatthe duty is 
devolved upon a body which, in some cases, possesses 
legislative powers. It is insisted that the canvass of 
the vote was an act commanded by lav, and therefore 
that the Common Council were bound to obey the law. 
By this it cannot be meant that implicit obedience is 
required by every officer to every command of the 
statute. Some statutes are uncoustitutional. Some 
are found upon an <p nae ow. of the. journals of 
the Senate and House of Representatigés uot to have 
been III., 297; ., 163.) Some bare never 
taken effect. (34 III., 293.) Many have been repealed 
expressly or by implication, Ix avery individual 
to judge for himeelf in every instance whether the 
statute is binding on him, or are such questions to be 
determined by the courts ? “The statement that a per- 
son commanded by statute to do an act is bound to do 
it im all cases is not universally true, but must be re- 
ceived subject to certain li If the statute 
commanded the commission of theft, „or even 
trespass, it would not be claimed that o ence to it 
could te compelled. If i com ed the perform- 
ance of a fraudulent act, or an which, in its neces- 
sary connection with other acts, would be criminal or 
fraudulent, the citizen would be under no obligation to 
obey it. 

If the statute commanded a public officer arbitrari- 
ly without legal process to transfer the property of 
one man to another who possessed no legal or equita- 
bie claim upon it, the officer would not be bound to 
obey. Our reports contain many cases in which offi- 
cers of the law have been held to be discharged from 
the obligation to obey existing statutes. There are 
two decisions in this State which are directly in point 
as to this question, and whieh are conclusive upon it. 
In both of them, if the tion wae correct that an 
Officer must always obey a statutory command, the 
mandamus must have issued to compel his obedience 
{Tapping oo Mandamua, p. 59); but im each case the 

upreme Court refused to issue. the writ, One of 
these is the case of Ths Peopié Ys. Solomon (46- Lil- 


mois, 415). 
AN ACT FOR A PUBLAC PARK 

having been submitted to the voters of the Towns of 
South Chicago, Hyde Park, and Lake, at an election in 
1867, the statute provided that The votes shall be 
canvassed and the returns thereof made iu the manner 
provided by law for the election of county and State

n case the People vs, Gonschenow, 
54 Buna 123, the law which controlled the election 
declared that the Town Clerk and Town and City Su- 
pervisor ef Vandalia should meet after the polls were 
closed, and hall immediately can vass the votes and 
declare whe are elécted town officers ; but the Town 
Clerk refused to meet with the Town and City Super- 
visors, as required by the act, for the purpose of can- 

the vote polled. Upon an application made to 
com him to act, the Supreme Court refused the 
writ “ because the record shows there was no action 
by the City Council fixing a place for holding the eleo- 
tion im such ee manner as would give the public no- 
tice, and no notice of the election seems ever to have 
been given.” 

In h these cases the language of the statute im 
posing the duty upon the officer was similar to the lan- 
guage used in reference to the canvass of the votes by 
the City Council, equally dear, and equally peremp- 
tory, and yet the Supreme Oourt in each case decided 
that the perem command of the statute imposed 
no duty u the o , for the reason that in each 
case the ative act, under which he would have 
ac ted, if at all, bad become a law.

The opinion which accompanied this judg- 
ment is published in Taz Tumor this morn- 
ing, and will be read with general interest. It 
is a judicial review of a matter of vital con- 
cern to every man im the State of Illinois. It 
is areview of the question how far the Courts 
are to be respected in the exercise of powers 
vested in them for the protection af the 
rights, liberties, and property of citizens and 
of communities. The case in one aspect is 
peculiar. It was something beyond the mere 
violation of a judicial writ by the persons 
against whom it was directed; it presented 
the unusual instance of a number of attor- 
neys advising the enjoined parties that if 
they violated the injunction they could not 
be punished by the Court for contempt. 
Such advice is, to the credit of the Bar, not 
usual, and it is well that, when it is given, the 
Courts should deal with it conspicuously. 
Judge Wriizams’ argument is an able one, 
and its language is calm, dignified, and in 
good temper. The question before him, he 
said, was not whether the bill had equity, or 
whether it had proper parties, or whether the 
facts therein set forth were properly or suffi- 
ciently stated, or whether the Court might 
not have refused an injunction. The sole 
question was as to the power of the Court. 
After an elaborate definition of the term 
jarisdiction, as destinguished from power, 
he held that the chancery powers of the 
Court remained intact, though the Court, if 
the question of jurisdiction had been raised, 
might have refused to exercise the power. 
He next discussed the question as to the 
legal character of the Common Council, and 
holds that in this particular case its authority 
was purely ministerial. In matters of that 
kind the Common Council was subject to the 
Courts, and the Courts have the same power 
to control the Common Council as they have 
to control the acts of natural persons. 

The Court reviews the various cases cited 
in the argument, and fortifies his conclugions 
by frequent citations from them. 

down to the case before him, he states the 
whole facts leading to the contempt: He 
quotes the opinion delivered to the Mayor on 
April 26 by the City Attorney, advising that 
officer of the Common Council that they were 
bound to respect the injunction, and that it 
would subject them to punishment for con- 
tempt if they should violate it. He refers to 
the cautious and careful manner in which the 
Council acted at their meeting on that night, 
treating the process of the Court with respect, 
and states that he was impressed with the 
conviction that the Council at that time had 
no intention to violate the writ. In the 
meantime, the Mayor had invited the advice 


May 8, had united in 3 written 
opinion that if the Council should dis- 
regard the injanction they could not be 
punished for contempt! Judge WIA 
assumes that the Aldermen were ignorant, to 
a great extent, of the previous facts in the 
case, and were influenced, if not controlled, 
by this written advice of the six attorneys. 
He regards the action of the attorneys as 
vastly more culpable than that of the Alder- 
men. The attorneys were aware of the facts 
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exceedingly stingy as to doors, notwithstand- 


themselves in this 
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arable injury. It is infinitely better that it 
should be even grossly abused at some time 
destroyed and the citizen and whole commu- 
nities should be left without it. 

Courts are established for the administra- 
tion of justice and the protection of rights; 
to them the people have « right to ap- 
peal for redress against committed wrongs, 
and for protection against threatened or 
impending injuries. The writ of injunc- 
tion is as invaluable as is the writ 
of habeas corpus, and can be renounced 
with no less danger. The value of the 


ence which is yielded to it. If every man 
enjoined by judicial process is at liberty 
to obey or disobey it, then the writ ceases to 
have any virtue. If every man is to con- 
stitute himself a special court of appeal 
and decide upon the authority of the Court 
to issue such a command, and then go on as 
if no such writ had been issued, then the 
writ ceases to have any force; it becomes, 
like all unrespected legal process, farcical and 
contemptible. The Courts whose process 
is thus disregarded and violated cease to have 
the respect of the public, and fall into con- 
tempt; and without Courts with authority to 
enforce their process we cease to have any 
government save of a mob. 

The injunction in this case was a tempo- 
rary one, limited to fen days, and subject at 
any time to a motion to dissolve ; when vio- 
lated it had but forty-eight hours of its term 
unexpired. Its violation was deliberate and 
systematically planned. It was committed 
under circumstances that left no question as 
to the purpose to defy and insult the Court. 
For eight days, on any one of which a mo- 
tion to dissolve might have been made, uo 
action was taken ; then’ the injunction was 
violated, and the violators elaimed that they 
performed a meritorious act. They presented 
the direct issue whether any man was bound 
to respect a judicial writ, and they claimed 
that he was not. They claimed that to vio- 
late the injunction was not a punishable of- 
fense. They denied that a court of justice 
was entitled to have its process treated with. 
common respect. 

Prominent among the parties to the de- 
liberate insult to the Court, and the flagrant 
violation of the writ of injunction, were six 
attorneys. Of their conduct there is hardly 
room for any difference of opinion. They 
have All, it is presumed, in the course of 
their business, applied to the Courts for in- 
junctions, and have obtained them. They 
have in this instance advertised to the public 
that Courts are institutions entitled to no 
deference ; not even to the courtesy and re- 
spect usual between gentlemen, and tha, the 
judicial process known as a writ of i o- 
tion may be disregarded and violated with 
impunity. We question whether there isa 
respectable attorney in the United States who 
will justify their lettér of advice to the Com- 
mon Council, or who will not uphold and 
commend Judge Wurm for punishing 
them, and vindicating tha authority and dig- 
nity of his Court. 1 

FREE SCHOOLS AT THE SOUTH. 

The native white population of the South 
are eagerly looking forward to the ascendency 
of the Democratic party in the State Govern- 
ments as a means of recouping themselves 
for their losses occasioned by carpet-bag rule. 
But the new regime is not likely to be of un- 
alloyed blessings to the masses, and one of 
the greatest dangers which it threatens is the 
abolition of the free-school system, first in- 
troduced in the Southern States in a general 
and systematic manner by the Northern peo- 
ple after the War. There is abundant reason 
to believe that the new State Governments 
will deliberately abandon public schools as an 
institution of the State. This was one of the 
first acts of the Gantanwp Goverment in Ar- 
kansas. The Legislature cut off the appro- 
priation for the schools, which had been about 
$250,000 a year, and the school-houses 
throughout the State are to-day empty gnd 
closed. The project fora new Constitution 
in Alabama contemplates an elimination of 
the present organic provision that one-fifth 
of the State tax-levy shall be set apart for the 
support of the public schools. In both these 
States a poverty reason is given for the 
abandonment of the system: In Arkansas, all 
the taxes are now paid in State scrip, which 
is bought up by the tax-payers at from 35 to 
40 cents on the dollar. The law prohibits 
the reissue of this scrip, so that it is in no 
sense money in the hands of the State. The 
State has, therefore, practically no revenue, 
and will have none until the obligations of 
the former Government bave been discharged. 
But it is worthy of notice that the public- 
school fund was the first to be cut off. 80 
in Alabama the State is in default of the pay- 
ment of interest on its debt, and has been 
for nearly three years; the people pro- 
fess a desire to resume this payment, 
and the very first step proposed to this end 
is to repeal the constitutional provision giving 
one-fifth of the State taxes to the schools. 
This provision has heretofore yielded only 
about $1.20 to every child in the school pop- 
ulation, while Illinois, by general and local 
taxation, pays probably $5 per child. This 
ia certainly little enough, and the school 
fund should suffer only in proportion to the 
necessary reduction of taxes. 

The fact is, however, there ie no disposi- 
tion among the former slave-holding classes 
of the South, which constitute the controlling 
element of the Pemocratio party there at 
present, to sustain the free schools. So far 
from being willing to make any sacrifice to 
maintain the system, there is a very decided 
tendency to abandon it altogether. The dis 
favor among these classes is a relic of the 
former condition of slavery, when there was 
no more thought of educating negroes than 
mules, and when the poor and ignorant 
whites were left to the care of 
regard. It was 
the custom among the slaveholding 
aristocracy before the War for each 
family to keep a governess or tutor for the 
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writ, and of all other writs, is in the obedi-. 


nically over a larger number of illiterate per- 
sons. 

It will be suicidal for the Seuth, under 
lead of the old aristocracy and by the power 
of the Democratic party, to abandon the free- 
school system. The condition of things now 
is very different from the condition before the 
War. The despised race at the South is now 
in possession of its freedom and the ballot,— 
two elements whieh were altogether lacking 
in the former eondition, and a combination 
which, under continued ignorance and grow- 
ing prejudices, may yet prove disastrous, The 
purpose of the aristocratic whites at the 
Sonth, in dépriving the negroes of the only 


system under which they can acquire the | 


rudiments of an education, is utterly selfish. 
They say that their opposition to the 
education of the blacks is because 
(1) education is demoralizing to black 
labor, and (2) the blacks, as soon as they 
learn to read, write, and eipher, want an 
office. In other words, they desire to work 
the negroes as they work their mules, and 
monopolize all the offices themselves. 

But in thus depriving the blacks of an edu- 
cation they will also starve the minds of the 
millions of pobr whites, for whose future ele- 
vation in the social and material scale free 
schools are just as neccessary as to the 
blacks. To keep the children of 4,000,000 of 
blacks in illiteracy, they must also keep the 
children of 6,000,000 of whites in equal ig- 
norance, for they are as poor and unable to 
hire school-teachers and provide schools as 
the colored people. 

It is too late to reinstate this policy. The 
colored people have had a taste of freedom, a 
smack at education, and a large morsel of 
polities, and they will not be easily persuaded 
to give up either. It is in the interest of the 
Soughern people that they should be taught 
to use their new privileges intelligently. To 
keep them in a degraded state of ignorance, 
with the suspicion and hatred incident to 
ignorance, will be to sustain an element that 
will constantly threaten the peace and welfare 
of every community. There will no longer 
be the overseer’s whip and the bloodhound to 
restrain the evil propensities of a people who 
are kept in a condition of brutal ignorance 
and otherwise treated like animals. There 
will always be danger of a war of races so 
long as this line of treatment is deliberately 
sustained ; and instead of progress there will 
be retrogration at the South, political and 
social, for which the selfish interests of a few 
men will scarcely atone. 


CIVIL-RIGHTS AND UNCIVIL WRONGS. 

The wayfaring maiden in Coffee County, 
Georgia, now plods on ber way without fear. 
Stray negroes who meet her take to the 
woods with breathless rapidity. Nowhere is 
unprotected woman more secure from insult 
or harm. It was not always thus. Nor was 
the number of the colored population always 
the same asit isnow. A few short days ago 
it contained one vigorous negro who 
has now gone to Heaven or elsewhere. Opin- 
ions may differas to his present residence, 
but it is certainly not Coffee County, or, in- 
deed, any part of the South. The manner of 
his taking off was singular, even for the 
South. Its suddenness prevented his know- 
ing anything about it, but the facts of the case 
have been preserved by the records of Telfair 
Court. A niaiden of Coffee County was go- 
ing home, the other day, when a coffee-col- 
ored person, mentioned in the reports as an 
ignorant negro,” stepped up to her and said 
he supposed the Civil-Rights bill qualified 
him to act as her escort. It was this rash 
supposition that indirectly sent him to he—, 
the remaining letters are supplied in different 
ways by his and her friends. She said noth- 
ing and he did nothing except walk by her 
side to her home. The embarrassing silence 
was broken at the paternal gate, where the 
murderous maiden asked her volunteer escort 
to “ take a chair on the piazza.” He took a 
chair and she took aim. First, however, she 
went into the house and returned with an 
adornment in the shape of a double- 
barreled shot-gun: The negro did not hear 
the pit-a-pat of her returning feet. It is 
doubtful whether he heard the report of the 
gun, for its discfarge and the removal of his 
head were odincident. It might have been 
doubted whether a man who walked into such 
a trap had any brains, but the appearance of 
the piazza after the shot was a conclusive an- 
swer to this doubt. It was bedewed with 
brains. The girl swept these up neatly, told 
her father, who had been brought to the 
spot by the report of the gun, to bury what 
she had left of her uncouth admirer, and 
went off to milk the cow and perform 
other pastoral duties suited to her gentle 
nature. The matter was brought up before 
Telfair Court, but, after some discussion, the 
Bench and the Bar unanimously agreed that 
there was no use in doing anything abont it. 
Georgia's fair daughters must not be inter- 
fered with in the discharge of their rights 
and guns and admirers, Ill-natured persons 
pretend to find a clew to the unanimity of the 
agreement in the report which gained ground 
that this particular daughter was then ad- 
vancing on the Court, armed with the identi- 
eal double-barreled shot-gun. This was two 
weeks ago. On the intervening Sundays, her 
father’s piazza, usually crowded with suitors 
at such times, has been bare and desolate. 
The young men of Coffee County could stand 
getting the mitten,“ but object to getting a 
pound or so of buckshot instead. . 
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SHALL WE HAVE A WENTWORTH PARK?

THE BLACK HILLS. 
WHAT THE REV. HINMAN KNOWS ABOUT THEM. 
Svecial Diepaich to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 7.—The Rev. Sam- 
wel Hinman, the missionary to the Sioux, whom 
the Government employed in Washington as in- 
terpreter at the recent Sioux council, discredits 
Custer’s reports about the mineral wealth of the 
Biack Hilla, and even denies that that region of- 
fers any inducement to farmers. Hinman, last 
summer, immediately after the return of the 
Custer expedition, escorted by two companies of 
cavalry, spent many days in the Black Hilis, do- 
ing service for the Indian Department. In a re- 


port recently made to the Interior Department 
upon this subject Mr. Hinman says: 

Our command was broken up into small par- 
ties for purposes of exploraticn, each taking 
such direction as seemed dest to ita leader, and 
we made avery thorough examination of the 
Hills. The rook, aside from the sandstone first 
found, is hard and rough granite and pebbie- 
stone. We found 

NO SEAMS OF QUARTZ, 

but fragments of white quartz are everywhere 
found on the Hills. [am sure that, aside from 
the tinges of iron seen in the soil, and sand, and 
stone, we saw no evidence of the existence of 
any mineral wealth, and we found.no signs 
of oval. Several members of our party, 
citizens and soldiers, were men experienced 
in mining in California and Colorado, and 
though they made frequent and faithful exam- 
ination of the ledges and brook deposits and 
sands, they found no trace of gold or other 
precious metals. 

Mr. Hinman says that if any gold does exist 
in the Hilis, which he does not believe, it will 
not be found in sufficient quantities to pay for 
working. He 

DOES NOT BELIEVE GOLD WAS FOUND THERE 
by Custer’s party, but thinks the specimens 
brought were taken in by those who reported 
the discovery. 

Gen. Custer has no personal knowledge that 
gold was discovered in the Black Hills. He 
found none himself, nor did he see others find 
any. The entire story of the gold discovery rests 
on the testimony of three men who have been 
on the frontier for years, who were familiar 
with Indian traditions about the great wealth of 
the country, and who accompanied the Ouster 
. expedition as guides or wagoners, firmly believ- 
ing the story of the wealth of the Black Hills, 
avd, knowing the expedition would remain 
there but a short time, and have limited oppor- 
tunities for prospecting, these men, Mr. Hin- 
believes, 

TOOK NUGGETS OF GOLD WITH THEM 

in order to manufacture evidence should none 
be discovered. Their motive was, according to 
this, to excite the public mind, create a wide- 
epread demand for further snd more thorough 
exploration, and to induce large numbers of men 
to emigrate from the East.

He points to the additional 
fact that the discovery is reported to have been 
made in the middie of Custer’s Park, where the 
camp was located; that no others of the — 
made any discoveries at the time, although all 
were seeking gold, and that Gen. Custer's party 
did not know of the discovery of the 
three men until the entire party had 
left the Black Hille in their rear on the 
returning march. Mr. Hinman says the color

EVARTS’ ADDRESS. 
ä THE POSSIBILITIES. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune, 

New Yors, June 7.—Mr. Evarte, io his 
speech to-day, referred ebiefly to the evidence 
affecting Mr. Tiiton’s moral character and his 
relations to Mrs. Woodhull, some of the inter- 
views of minor importance between Beecher and 
Tilton, the relations of Tracy to Moulton and 
Tilton, and kindred matters. The audience was 
greater than those of the latter days last week. 
Three of Beecher’s sisters were present to-day— 
Mrs. Stowe, Mrs. Perkins, and the venerable 
Catherine. Beach is very unwell, and was ab- 
sent during the day. Evarts again promised to 
be done to-morrow, and Beach will finish by Fri- 
day, so that the Judge will have Saturday to 
charge in, and the jury Sunday to deliberate on 
the verdict and agree to disagree, as all now fear 
they will except Beecher’s friends, who are con- 
dent of a verdict. 

MRS. TILTON'S CONFESSION.

TO RESUME. 

New Yorx, June 7.—The Brooklyn City Court- 
room was crowded, as usual, this morning, and 
among the audience were many iadies. Mr.

sisted upon, aod that, if Mr. Tilton said so% the 
renting of the pews shonid not go on. The ab- 
esurdity of this statement was apparent. How 
could Beecher make the first statement, when 
the whole agency of the interview of Dec. 30 
had been to do away with any effect from 
Tilton’s letter, and how could he speak of 
stopping the renting of the pews when that 
had already taken place? Mr. Tilton also 
testified that Beecher begged him to 
give him notice if he found it necessary to make 
a public recital of this case, in order that he 
(Beecher) might commit suicide or leave for 
some forei ; and that Beecher entreated 
him not to Mrs. Beecher know of it, as she 
had always been ton’s enemy, and might 
readily become his.

The reason seems 
to be that corn is now taken by rail from Buffalo to 
Boston points at 200 per 100 Ibs, which is equal to 
about 160 per bu from Chicago, while the through 
lines charge 160 per bu from Chicag> to the same 
points, This is a saving of about lo per bu, counting 
extra time and lake insurance, as orders on Buffalo 
can be laid down in New England in four days, Buf- 
falo has thus the advantage, but it may be only tem- 
porary, as the stocks in that city are small, and New 
England is bare of corn, Hence a better direct de- 
mand in this market is looked for speedily. 

There is wide-spread complaint that the volume of 
business in some departments of trade in this city is 
lees than a year ago, There is less doing in some 
quarters, as measured by dollars and cents, but the 
volume of goods handled is very much larger now 
than then, so that our trade is actually increasing at 4 
satisfactory rate. The following jobbers’ prices on ® 
few articles now, and et the same date in 1874, will 
show the tremendous shrinkage in quotations :

In these articles it would be necessary to handle 
nearly half as many more goods on the average, in or- 
der that the cash footings should equal those of 1874;

The leading produce markets were steady yesterday, 
the range of prices being eomparatively small, The 
trading was, however, chiefly speculative, very little 
grain being taken for shipment, and lake freights were 
dull and depressed accordingly. Several wheat char- 
ters were reported, but most of them were taken on 
Saturday afternoon, The rail shipments reported yes- 
terday morning included some 76,000 bu wheat, taken 
ott by the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Road, but the so- 
tual sbipment of the property was probably spread 
over much more than one day.

CIVIL RIGHTS. 
Views of a Texas Judge, 
GatvestTox, Tex., June 7.—The civil-rights 
case on trial before the United States District 
Court here, in which Henry Greeawall, manager 
of the Tremont Opera-House, was defendant, 
was decided this morning by the jury bringing 
in a verdict of guilty. Greenwall was fined 
$500. The case was brought because Greenwall 


refused two colored women seats in the par- 
quette of the Opera-House. 

In the Galveston News of Saturday morning 
last appeared an editorial criticiam on the con- 
struction and rulings of Judge Morrill, of tne 
United States District Court, in the civil-righte suit 
above alluded to.
